FORMER HEAD OF STEEL FIRM 
FOUND SHOT TO DEATH 


Percival G Chrystie Took Gun Out 
to Shoot Sparrows, Police 
Are’ Told.

HIGHBRIDGE, N. J., March 28 
—The body of Percival C. Chrystie, 
former president of the Taylor- 
Wharton Iron and Steel Co., 


found shortly before noon today 
behind the power house of the 
company’s plant. He had been shoi 
in the chest with a shotgun charge 

Authorities were unable to deter- 
mine at once whether the death 
was accidental. Chrystie was 63 
years old. He spent most of the 
morning playing games with his 
wife. At about 11 o’clock he went 
out with a shotgun, ostensibly to 
shoot sparrows. 

Chrystie represented the fifth 
generation of the Taylor family, 
which has been engaged in the man- 
ufacture of iron and steel products 
for more than 180 years. The Tay- 
lor family and the company which 
bears its name have furnished the 
linited States Government with war 
materials for every war in which 
the country has been engaged, in- 
cluding the American revolution.

Secretary-Treasurer of Investment

*T cannot speak for him,’’ he re- 
sponded. “All It can is that we are 
optimistic.”’ 

The Rev. Dodson-Peacock, John 
H. Curtis, Norfolk boat builder, 
and Rear Admiral Guy H. Bur- 
rage, retired, have been associated 
since March 9 in efforts to return 
the baby. 

Whether the dean's description 
of the conference meant that Cur- 
tis has established a fresh ‘“‘con- 
tact’’ with the kidnapers on a trip 
which the manufacturer concluded 
yesterday or whether the dean re- 
ferred to an earlier “contact” was 
not explained.

BILL FOR ADDITIONAL FEDERAL 
JUDGES IN MISSOURI REJECTED 


Senate Committee Reports Unfa- 
vorably Measure Providing 
Three More Jdurists.

LAST OF GERMAN 
WAR PRISONERS 
FREED BY FRANCE 


Native of Corsica, on Devil’s 
Island 12 Years for Treason, 
. Released. 


By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, (‘ March 28.—Paul 
Schwartz, thought to be the last 
German prisoner of war, -is coming 
home from France’s*Devil’s Island, 
Cayenne, after 12 years’ imprison- 
ment. ‘His release is the climax of 
several r-onths of ncgotiation be- 
tween Ge many and France. 

Born in Corsica of German par- 
ents, Schwartz was taken to Alsace- 
Lorraine when a baby and there ac- 
quired German citizenship. At the 
outbreak ‘of the war he joined the 
G-rman troops and fought on the 
West@rn front. His father died and 
his mother, forced from her house 
in the war zone, moved to another 
town. When Schwartz reached his 
mother after the war, he found the 
town occupied by the French 
troops. In the absence of his 
traveling pass he vas drrested by 
the French and because of his Cor- 
sican birth was_convicted of high 
treason in taking up arms against 
France. He was sentenced for 
life, 
Forgotten for 12 years, Schwartz’s 
case was called to the attention of 
the Foreign Office here and nego- 
tiations were started immediately 
for his release. 


CRACKS UP PLANE BUT SETS 
LONDON-CAPE TOWN RECORD 


J. A. Mollison Unhurt; Qompletes 
Trip in 4 Days, 17 Hours, 
19 Minutes. .

CAPE TOWN, Union of South 
Africa, March 28.—J. A. Mollison, 
flying to a new speed record from 
London to Cape Town, cracked up 
his plane when landing on the 
beach here this evening. but he 
was not injured. 

A crowd which had gathered to 
watch his arrival hurried te the 
damaged machine and a few friends 
took the flyer out, somewhat dazed. 
and drove him to the airport in an 
automobile. 

Mollison finished the flight in 
four days, 17 hours and P98 minutes, 
traveling over a new route which 
took him across the Sahara Desert 
and down the African west coast. 
When he had rested a bit he said 
he had slept very little on the way 
and the bad landing was because, in 
his weariness, he had miscalculated 
his distance. 


AMERICAN DOLLAR SLUMPS 
WHILE FRANC RISES ABROAD 


Wall Street Attributes Situation to 
Fear Congress Will bail to 
Balance Budget.

NEW YORK, March 28.—The 
American dollar weakened notably 
in the foreign exchange markets to- 
day. 

Leading Wall street banks at- 
tributed pressure against the dollar 
to uneasiness abroad lest Congress 
fail to balance the Federal budget. 
The French franc rose against the 
dollar to a point which would make 
further shipmepts of gold from 
New York to Paris profitable. That 
currency was quoted as high as 
3.94% cents for cable transfers, up 
.01 5-16 of one cent. 

The’ British pound sterling 
pushed up more than 6 cents to 
above $3.82, a néw high for 1932, 
and such currencies as the Holland 
guilder, the Canadian dollar, and 
the Japanese yen were higher.

The Democratic State convention 
was convened in the Coliseum this 
afternoon to elect delegates to the 
national convention in Chicago 
June 28 anc to adopt a State piat- 
form, which is expecied to include 
an unqualified indorsement of tor- 
mer United States Senator James 
A. Reed for the Democratic tom- 
ination for the presidency. 

The convention was the largest 
State politica: gathering, as to 
number of delegates, ever held in 
Missouri. More than 2000 delegates 
occupied the main floor seats. At 
the outset, admission to the bal- 
cony was by card, but the pressure 
tor admittance was not so large as 
had been anticipated, and the tick- 
ét requirement was removed, with 
the announcement that admission 
would be free tonight. Between 
#000 and 3000 were in the balcony 
this afternoon, and almost nonce in 
the gallery. More than 10,000 per- 
sons came to the city in connection 
with the convention. : 

Pendergast’s Slate.

Pendergast, Kansas City boss, ior 
the eight delegates-at-large, to sit 
in the Chicago convention with o1e- 
half vote each, is:

Missouri’s members of the Demo- 
eratic National Committee, William 
T..Kemper of Kansas City and 
Mrs. Charles B. Faris of St. Louis 
were re-elected without opposition. 

When the convention was called 
to order at 1 o’clock by the Demo- 
cratic State Chairman, C. W. Green- 
wade of Springfield, the Coliseum 
presented a colorful appearance, 
flags and banners being hung in 
almost all available places. 

The doors were opened at noon 
and those in the hall ‘early »were 
entertained with band music. 

An hour later the band struck 
up “The Star-Spangled , Banner,” 
and delegates and _ spectators 
arose and sang the anthem. On its 
completion Greenwade gaveled for 
order and as soon as the crowd be- 
came quiet, introduced, the Rev. Dr. 
Ivan Lee Holt, pastor of St. John's 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, 
who gave the invocation. Lon San- 
ders, chairman of the local com- 
mittee on conventiop arrangements, 
delivered the address of welcome. 


Sanders, in his brief. speech, pre- 
dicted Democratic victory, and was 
heartily cheered. Kenneth Teas- 
dale of St. Louis, chairman of the 
“Victory Fund” drive, urged Dem- 
ocrats to contribute to the fund. 

The band brought applause by 
playing Al Smith’s battle hymn, 
“Sidewalks of New York,” but 
there was more. excitement, a mo- 
ment later, over its rendition of 
“Hot Time in the Old Town To- 
night.” 

Lozier Sounds Keynote. 

After the routine business of 
calling the roll, and announcing 
the convention committees, Green- 
wade introduced Congressman 
Ralph F. Losier. of Carroliton, in 
the Second District, as temporery 
chairman of the convention. 

Lozier. delivered the keynote 
speech of the Missouri campaign, 
eulogizing former Senator Reed aud 
ridiculing the Republican party for 
its “supposed copyright on pros- 
perity.”

Kansas City and Jackson Coun- 
ty Democrats, about 360 strong. 


marched out Locust street at noon 
today in a parade to the State con- 
vention of their party at the Coli- 
seum. They were a cheering, care- 
free throng, ‘mphatic in their sup- 
port of former Senator James A. 
Reed for President and the Boss 
Pendergast State ticket. 

Comparatively few St. Louisans 
witnessed the demonstration of 
strength. Office and shop work- 
ers leaning from windows along the 
route outnumbered spectators on 
the sidewalks. 

The marchers came here from 
Kansas City in a group of special 
trains and assembled in Lucas 
Gardens, back of Central Library. 
This little plaza, devoid now of 
grass and flowers, was filled with 
a milling, colorful crowd as_ the 
cohorts of the organized political 
machine of Missouri’s second city 
foregathered. 

The head of the procession left 
Fourteenth and Locust streets, led 
by motor cycle policemen, at 11:20 
a. m. The last marchermdid not 
reach the Coliseum at Jefferson 
avenue until 12:10 p. m., but the 
parade went a number of blocks 
farther west before doubling back 
to the convention place. It took 
about 35 minutes for the parade to 
pass a point, although it moved 
steadily forvard, and it was about 
1 o’clock before all had entered the 


building. 

Lined four abreast in a ragged 
column, the marchers were divided 
by wards of Kansas City, followed 
by a sprinkling from the outlying 
part of Jackson County. In line 
were many women, a few children, 
many Negroes—a Democratic Ne- 
gro is a rarity in Republican St. 
Louis—and a considerable number 
of persons whose faces showed 
Italian or other foreign ancestry. 

Tom J. Pendergast, boss. of the 
Kansas City machine, who is seek- 
ing ascendancy over the State and 
beyond, walked with his leutep- 
ants and followers. He was about 
100 rows back of the head of the

PARTS OF THE SOLAR HALO, 
TWO SUN DOGS SEEN HERE 


Phenomenon Seldom Observed in 
St. Louis Occurs as Result 
of Light Reflection. 

A phenomenon of the sun, not 
uncommon but seldom observed in 
St. Louis, occurred yesterday aft- 
ernoon. It consisted.of parts of 
the solar halo, accompanied by ‘wo 
sun dogs or reduced likenesses of 
the sun, 

The halo, a pale band of fight, 
was in two large arcs at some dis- 
tance to the north and south of 
the sun. The sun was partly’ ob- 
secured by clouds, so it appeared as 
a bright, silvery disc and apparent- 
ly clouds prevented other parts of 
the halo from being. seen, the 
sun dogs were visible in the nalo 
on a horizontal line through the 
sun, Sometimes many sun idogs 
may be observed. A spectrum. oc- 
‘curred on the inner edge of each 
sun dog. ; 

The halo and sun dogs are caused 
by reflection of light in ice crystais 
in the upper air and the spectrum 
by refraction. of light, said Dr. 
Jessica M. Young. assistant pro-

GRAND JURY ACTS °

Continues Investigation of 
Bank Robbery, Loot and 
Its Disposal, Incident of 
Which Was Killing of 
Abe Cooperman Here. 


Howard Sidener, former Circuit 
Attorney, appeared at Police Head- 


quarters this afternoon in response 
to the request of Chief of Police 
Gerk to tell where and how he ob- 
tained $18,000 worth of bonds he 
recently sold to a broker at Deca- 
tur, LIlL., which later were found to 
be part of the loot of a Hannibal 
(Mo.) bank robbery! 

Sidener was in Gerk’s office for 
15 minutes and Chief of Detectives 
Kaiser also was_ present. Before 
entering and after. leaving the 
Chief's office Sidener declined to 
answer questions of a reporter as 
to where he obtained the bonds. 
He had declared to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter earlier that he was “in the 
clear,” but said he was net-ready 
to say any more. 

Chief Gerk told reporters he was 
not in a position to disclose the in- 
formation he obtained from Side- 
ner. Asked whether he learned 
from whom Sidener obtained tho 
bonds he replied, “I can’t discuss 
it.” He then was asked whether 
Sidener got the bonds from a pri- 
vate client or a broker, “A client,” 
he said. 4 

As told in yesterday's Post-Dis- 
patch, Sidener was said to have 
represented an Illinois estate which 
was being settled. He was given a 
draft for $5000, payable to himself, 
in part payment for the bonds 
which had par value of $18,000 and 
market value of about $12,000. 
Sidener is said to have made in- 
quiries as to the genuineness of the 
bonds before offering them for 
sale. a, 

Grand Jury Investigating. 

Meanwhile, a special Marion 
County grand jury which met Sat- 
urday at Palmyra, was continuing 
investigation of the robbery last 
October of the Farmers’ and Mer- 
chants’ Bank at Hannibal and sub- 
Sequent efforts to dispose of the 
loot, one incident of which was the 
murder of Abe Cooperman in S&t. 
} Louis last Jan. +6. Loot of the 
robbery was $48,000 cash and se- 
curities of about $100,000 par value. 

Two St. Louis detectives have

PRAISES ‘“‘ONE AND 
ONLY JAMES A. REED” 


Closes Address to Demo- 
cratic State Convention 
With 5-Minute Eulogy of 
Former Senator. 


Congressman Ralph F. Lozier of 
Carroliton, representing the Second 
Missouri district in the House, de- 
livered the keynote .address of the 
State. Democratic Convention, in 
the Coliseum this afternoon. 

Of Lozier’s 35-minute speech, the 
last five minutes were devoted to 
a eulogy of “the one and only 
James A. Reed.” The remainder 
was a comparison between the 
eight years of the Wilson adminis- 
tration a’ d the 27 years of Repub- 
lican control since 1897, and an 
arraignment of the Hoover admin- 
istration. 

The Republican party, Lozier 
said, claimed a monopoly on wis- 
dom and cificiency of direction, 
represented itself as the party of 
the full dinner pail, and its leaders 
as the Lord’s anointed, the instru- 
ments of Providence to pour a 
flood of bounty upon the country. 
It copyrighted the terms “economy” 
and “prosperity,” and made them 
a screen for extravagance and a 
riot of special privilege, he de- 
clared. 

Recalls Prosperous Years. 

During the eight years of Demo- 
cratic control, 1918-21, Lozier said, 
the greatest prosperity and increase 
of national wealth in the country’s 
history were experienced. Without 
mentioning that the war occurred 
in this period, Lozier told of the 
share taken by each occupational 
class in “the prosperity and new 
wealth that flowed like a golden 
river into the pockets of the Amer- 
ican people.” 

“Budgets were balanced,” 
continued, “interest paid, 
met, and every maturing liability 
found the debtor with money in 
bank with which to discharge his 
obligations. Never before or since 
did such real prosperity dominate 
our economic life.” 

In contrast with the conditions 
of the Wilson regime, he depicted 
the last 11 years of Republican ad- 
nfinistration as a ‘“‘miserable mess,” 

a “base betrayal of the people” and 
“a reign of extravagance, graft and 
maladministration. 

The speaker blamed “President 
Hoover, the great engineer and 
economic soothsayer,” and his as- 
sociates in party leadership, and 
acquitted the rank and file of Re- 
publicans of responsibility for the 
Present conditions, which he de- 
scribed vividly, dwelling on the des- 
titution caused by unemployment, 
and on the distress of the farmer 
and of business allied to agricul- 
ture. 

Attacks Hoover System. 


“The Democratic party,” he said, 
*‘is the consistent foe of every tenet 
in President Hoover’s political 
creed, {f he ever had a political 
creed until inordinate ambition and 
the exigencies of politics required 
him to cast his lot with one of the 
two parties.” The President, he 
said, could not be expected to rid 


he 


himself of “the controlling influ- | 


ence of organized privilege and 
plunder,” and the only hope for the 
future is in a change of party con- 
trol. He pointed to the Democracy 
as facing the future with “its head 
bloody but unbowed, its sou] un- 
afraid and unconquerable.” 

He praised former Senator Reed 
as “a scientific stdtesman and a 
seer;'a man who stands head and 
shoulders above all other aspirants 
in intellectual endowments, sound 
judgment, poise, sense of propor- 
tions, ripe experience and a proper 
comprehension of public problems, 
coupled with an ability to solve 
them; a man who sprung from the 
cOmmon people, but did not spring 
so far as to forget them or aban- 
don their cause; a man whose an- 
alytical powers enable him to sep- 
arate the gold from the dross, the 
wheat from the tares; whose intel- 
lectual processes are not only log- 
ical but honest; who is fundamen- 
tally sound in his-views on every 
economic problem that now con- 
fronts the American people.’”’

“Worst Better Than None.” 


“It has come to a point now 
where the worst kind of taxes are 
better than no taxes at all,’’ said 
Garner today. 

“IT advocated the sales tax -be- 
cause I thought it was the easiest 
way to balance the budget as a 
temporary measure,’’ Garner said, 
“but the House did not care for 
that kind of tax. We will have to 
turn to other taxes to get the reve- 
nue to balance the budget. 
“Unless the budget is balanced, 
foreign. exchange will depreciate, 
and I don’t know what would hap- 
pen. You wauld find the dollar 
would be affected in foreign ex- 
change.” 

Asked whether there was grow- 
ing sentiment in the House to per- 
mit the Senate to draft the revenue 
bill, Garner said: “I hope not,” 
The Texan said he would make a 
strenuous fight to get enough reve- 
nue to meet the running expenses 
of the Government. 

“If you. were in England or 
France or Italy or in any other 
country where the Government was 
running behind in its operating ex- 
penses $5,000,000 a day, and no ef- 
fort was made by the Government 
to meet the sttuation, you wouldn’t 
keep your money in that country,” 
Garner said. “You would get it out 
of that country. The same thing 
might apply to this country unless 
the budget is balanced.” 


Oil and Coal “Blunders.” 


Representative Rankin (Dem.)

_ Ex-Senator Reed’s Wire. 

A telegram from former Senator 
Reed was read to the convention 
by Chairman Collet. ee wired 
to Collet from Rochester, Minn., 
where he is recuperating from an 
operation, as follows: 

“Please say to the convention 
that the greatest disappointment 
of my life : my inability to par- 
ticipate in the deliberations and ‘to 
greet the friends who have so 
often honored me with their con- 
fidence. I am sure you will le 
glad to know that my recovery is 
assured, and that within a few 
days I shall be able to join in the 
battle of the Democratic party to 
eradicate Hooverism and restore 
sanity in government.” 


Delegates who have been opposed 
to sending a delegation to the Na- 
tional gonvention ingtructed to vote 
for Reed for the presidential nomi- 
nation until he should release 
them, were somewhat mollified by 
assurances from the Reed reépre- 
sentatives that he had no intention 
of carrying the delegation “into the 
ditch” with him as he did in the 
Houston convention in 1928, 

The movement to attempt to 
word the instructions so that the 
Missouri délegates would be per- 
mitted to abandon Reed whenever 
a majority of the delegation should 
decide to do so received a further 
setback when the report was circu- 
lated among the delegates that a 
message had heen received from 
Albany that Gov. Roosevelt “hoped 
there would be no action by his 
friends in Missouri which would 
embarrass Senator Reéd.” 

There was.no indication that the 
movement was revived by a cryptic 
message from Senator Hawes, ex- 
pressing the opinion fhat aithéugh 
a delegation friendjy to Reed 
should be chosen, he “hoped the 
convention will not take su@h ac- 
tion as will prevent delegates from 
exercising their own judgment in 
preventing a long and destructive 
deadlock at Chicago.” 

Much mystery was maintained 
about the supposed message from 
Roosevelt, no information being 
forthcoming from those circulating 
it ag to who had been in com- 
munication with him. 

Senator Hawes’ message was 
made public by his secretarj, U. 
Bon Geaslin. Hawes is in Wash- 
ington and will not attend the con- 
vention. His statement was gener- 
ally construed as due to resent- 
ment that his name for delegate- 
at-large had not appeared on any 
of the pre-convention slates made 
up by party leaders. Taking him- 
self out of consideration as a dele- 
gate-at-large, Hawes satu. “Re- 
tiring from. active politics next 
year, I want my-friends to give 
party honors to those who desire 
them, and who meet the approval

Basil Banghart, ex-convict and De- 
troit Purple gangster, shot his way 
out of the St. Joseph County jail 
yesterday. Jailer Stanley Klosin- 
ski permitted Banghart to go to a 
second floor washroom, then left | 
to call the jail roll. Banghart crept 
downstairs to the jail office, threw 
pepper in the face of a trusty and 
took possession of the arsenal. 

He shot Klosinski with a sub« 
machine gun when the returning 
jailer tried to seize him. 

Officials, tracing his flight, said 
he dropped the sub-machine gun 
near the jail and took a taxicab to 
Mishawaka, Ind., four miles away. 
He was next seen in Elkhart, Ind., 
and the officials believe he stole a 
car there and headed for either De- 
troit or Toledo.

Plan of Refinancing Con- 
gress, Senate, Embassy 
and Branscombe Is Of- 
fered by Sam Koplar. 


Foreclosure suits against the 


Congress Hotel and Senate Apart- 
ments, at Union boulevard and 
Pershing avenue, the Embassy 
Apartments gt 530 Union boule- 
vard and the Branscombe Apart- 
ments at 5370 Pershing avenue 
were filed in Federal Court today 
by M. E. Greenebaum of Chicago, 
trustee under the first mortgages 
which secure real estate bond is- 
sues. 

The suits were described by Sam 
Koplar, president of the Koplar 
Co., as friendly actions looking to- 
ward refinancing. The Koplar Co. 
holds the equity in the Senate, Con- 
gress and Embassy, and Koplar and 
his wife hold title to the Brans- 
combe. The Congress, Senate and 
Embassy were constructed by Kop- 
lar. 

The default alleged in each in- 
stance is the extensien of maturi- 
ties of bonds which became due 
last year. This was done, Koplar 
said, with the consent of the hold- 
ers Of the bonds and at the same 
time interest on the extended bonds 
was paid for a full year in advance. 
The properties, Koplar said, are all 
earning enough to cover interest 
Payments, but not enough to re- 
tire bonds as they mature. 

Bond ,issues which financed the 
properties totaled $3,260,000, but 
this has now been reduced, by the 
retirement of bonds serially, to $2,- 
| $31,500. 
| The refinancing plan to be of- 
| fered to bondholders is that they 
| accept income bonds in exchange 
for their present securities. Earn- 
ings of the buildings, up to 5 per 
cent, would be paid to the bond- 
holders as interest, and whatever 
might be earned above 5 per cent 
would be used to retire bonds.

Gladney, attorney who filed ‘he 
petitions for Greenebaum, said 
these demands would not be pressed 
pending consideration by bondhold- 
ers of the refinancing plan opro- 
posed by Koplar. This course was 
taken, Gladney said, to avoid ex- 
pensive litigation. 

Koplar said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that he was confident that 
refinancing arrangements to pro- 
tect the interests of the bondhold- 
ers and preserve his equity could 
be worked out because, he said, 
“There was no water in the origi- 
nal financing.”” <As evidence that 
the Koplar Co. put “real money” 
into the properties, he pointed out 
that the mortgages were not nego- 
tiated until the buildings were 
nearly completed. 

This policy, Koplar said, resulted 
in substantial suving in interest 
and reduced financing charges. 
The comniission charged by 
Greenebaum & Sons, he said, was 
only 6 per cent, while for other 
bond issue promotions of a similar 
nature at the time cOmmissions 
ran up to 12 per cent. 

After the mortgages had been 
negotiated, Koplar said, he made 
improvements in the properties at 
his own cxpénse. constructing «4 
garage and installing electric re- 
frigeration in the Branscombe at a 
cost of about $80,000 and bullding 
two studio apartments and a ga- 
rage for the Embassy at a cost of 
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about $40,000. He said he had re- 
ceived no salary or compensation 
from any of the properties. 

The Koplar Co. also built and 
operates the Park Plaza Hotel at 
Kingshighway and Maryland ave- 
nue, the largest structure of its 
sort in St. Louis. The financing 
of this building, Koplar says, was 
independent of the others, and is 


not affected in any way by the 
suits.

othy J. Mara, sports promoter, won 
a point today in the suit filed 
against him by the County Trust 
Co. to collect a $50,000 note, when 
Supreme Court Justice John Ford 
ordered Orie R. Kelly, president of 
the bank, t’ appear for examina- 
tion before trial on April 4. 

Counsel for Mara argued that 
the examination was necessary in 
order that Mara might connect an 
officer of the bank with the al- 
leged fraudulent scheme Mara 
charges the bank entered into to 
conceal the payment of the $50,000 
by the bank to the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee. Kelly was not 
president of the bank when the 
note was signed. 

Mara alleges that the bank, in 
contributing to the campaign fund, 
violated the law, which prohibits 
non-political corporations from us- 
ing their funds for political pur- 
poses. 

Patrick F. Kenny, Yonkers 
plumbing contractor, is being sued 
also by the bank on a similar note 
for $20,000. Both he and Mara 
contend that when they signed the 
notes, indorsed by John J. Raskob, 
Democratic national chairman, they 
were assured they would never 
have to repay the loans.

SAYS RIGID RULE 
FORUS BANKING 
ARE NOT FEASBLE 


Rudolph Hecht of New Or- 
leans Attacking Glass Bill 
Asserts Human Element 
Is Big Factor. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 28.—The 
contention that the Glass banking 
revision bill would “add to the 
length and depth of the depres- 
sion” was placed before a Senate 
committee today by Rudolph 
Hecht, New Orleans, chairman of 
the Economic Policy Commission 
of the American Bankers’ Associa- 
tion. 

Hecht said the bill, which is de- 
signed to prevent use of Federal 
Reserve facilities for stock market 
speculation, would “undoubtedly 
destroy most, if not all, the good 
accomplished by recent reconstruc- 
tion moves, and lead to the defla- 
tion of securities and increased re- 
striction on credit at a time when 
just the opposite is needed.” 

He also questioned whether the 
Federal Reserve Board—which 
would be given increased control 
over operation of member banks— 
would avoid errors any more than 
the bankers themselves have done. 

Hecht testjfied it is “not feasible 
to substitute rigid rules enforced 
by public officials in Washington 
for human initiative and responsi- 
bility.” 

Such an attempt, he said, would 
be “unworkable and dangerous.” 

“You cannot take the human ele- 
ment Gut of banking,” he reiter- 
ated. 

He said bankers have “learned 
important lessons,” from the expe- 
rience of the last few years.

TO AID FARMER IN MARKET 


International Harvester Co. to 

Guarantee Fixed Price on 

Products of Its Customers. — 
By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, March 28.—The In- 
ternational Harvester Co. has of- 
fered wheat, corn and cotton grow- 
ers who deal with it a plan guar- 
anteeing them higher prices for 
their product than now prevail. Its 
officers announced yesterday that 
on all notes for farm machinery 
maturing in 1932, the company will 
credit the grower with the differ- 
ence between the average market 
quotation for the five-day period 


‘preceding and including the date 


of maturity and a basic price of 70 
cents a bushel for wheat and 50 
cents a bushel for corn at Chicago 
and 8% cents a pound of cotton at 
New Orleans. 

As an example, it was explained 
that to meet a note of $420 a 
grower would have to sell a hypo- 
thetical 600 bushels at 70 cents. 
Shduld the market price, however, 
be only 60 cents at maturity and 
the grower realize only $360, the 
International Harvester Co. would 
credit him with $60 on the note. 
The company, it was announced, 
has faith that farm products will 
soon improve and is undertaking 
the guarantee plan to overcome 
what it believes to be reluctance of 
farmers to buy machinery because 
of present low product prices.

Harry Jerrold, 24-year-old labor- 
er, has admitted participation in 
the killing of Henry Pollman and 
Charles Schlueter during an at- 
tempted holdup at a beer flat at 
1403 South Vandeventer avenue 
last Feb. 12, police announced yes- 
terday. Jerrold, who was arrested 


Saturday night, named Jesse Hed- 


ger, 26 years old, a prisoner at city 
jail, as the actual killer. Hedger, 
who is held in default of bail on a 
first degree robbery charge, has 
not been questioned. 

With the arrest of Jerrold, po- 
lice announced that they have the 
.82-caliber pistol, which firearms 
experts report was used in the kill- 
ings. The weapon had been left at 
the home of a woman at 1414 South 
Vandeventer avenue, in the same 
block as the beer flat, where Jer- 
rold says he and Hedger hid for 
several hours after the shooting 
while police searched the neighbor- 
hood. 


His Facts Correspond. 


Schlueter was shot down in the 
basement of the place run by his 
brother as he attempted to reach a 
stairway leading to the upper floor. 
Pollman, who was 62 years old, and 
a former Deputy Sheriff, was slain 
by the same man when he rose 
from his chair. The killer then ran 
out, accompanfed by a second man, 
who had scuffled with Hugo Hoff, 
a customer, in a rear room. 
Jerrold’s account of the at- 
tempted holdup corresponds with 
known facts, police say. On the 
day preceding the killings Jerrold 
says he met Hedger, an acquaint- 
ance, at i807 Easton avenue. Hed- 
ger, who had a pistol, suggested 
holdups as a means of getting 
money, he said.

Southern Surety. 

The letter-pointed out that the 
Supreme Court of New York Coun- 
ty on March 23, had held the com. 
pany insolvent and ordered the In- 
surance Commissioner of the State 
of New York to take possession of 
the company and its assets, further 


declaring ‘the company 1y is hereby 
dissolved.” 

Judge Hartmann expects to refer 
the letter to the Judges in General 
Term. Personally he said he would 
be in favor of requiring new surety 
on all the bonds signed by Southern 
Surety, although, he stated, it was 
for the courts to which appeals 
have been taken to decide whether 
new appeal bonds were necessary: 

Originally an Iowa corporation, 
the Southern Surety Co. had its 
main offices in the Paul Brown 
Building here. It became a New 
York corporation in August, 1928, 
when the head office was moved to 
New York. The company did an 
extensive business in this city, sign- 
ing many appeal, estate, notary, 
contractor and other bonds.

DROP IN SPRING JOBS, 7 


SAYS A. F. OF L. HEAD 


President Green Asserts Usual 
Employment Gain Has 
Failed to Materialize. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 28.—The 


usual spring gain in employment 
during March is said by William 
Green, president of the American 
Federation to have failed of ma- 


terialization so far. 
Estimating there are 8,000,000 


out of work, Green says only about 
$00,000 returned to. work during 
March, compared to 500,000 who 
found employment during’ the 
month last year. During March 
this year only about 175,000 found 
employment on farms, he says, 
when usually 250,000 get such 
work, while in industry only 1265,- 
000 have obtained work, compared 
with an average return of 160,000. 


“These figures show clearly that | 


we may expect relief needs to con- 
tinue higher than ever this spring,” 
the statement adds. ‘‘Not only be- 
cause workers’ resources are ex- 
haustéd, but because the unem- 
ployed are not finding even the op- 
portunities they found last year for 
seasonal work in industry and 
farming. * * * 

“Now is a crucial time in the or- 
ganization of relief. The danger 
months are just ahead, when local 
funds are threatening t@run out as 
they did last year. Thousands of 


families will be deprived of even F 


the meager weekly allowance which 
has stood between them and star- 
vation through the winter. We must 
make a supreme effort to keep our 
relief machinery functioning in the 
coming months.” 


EXILED MEXICAN ARCHBISHOP 
IS GUARDED AGAINST PLOT 


Attempt to Kidnap or Assassinate 
Him Is Feared at San 
Francisco. 

By the Avsociated Press. 

SAN FRANCISCO, March 28.— 
Archbishop Francisco Orozco y 
Jiminez of Mexico was under 
guard here today while police in- 
vestigated an alleged plot to kid- 
nap or assassinate him. 

The guard was placed about a 
Catholic Dominican Fathers’ pri- 
ory, where Archbishop Orozco isa 
guest, at the request of Very Rev. 
Edward J. Whelan, president of 
San Francisco University. 

Father Whelan told police he 
had heard of the plot from a Span- 
ish-speaking priest who had, in 
turn, been advised of the alleged 
- @Ganger to the Archbishop by a 


Mexican member of the church. /{ 


Authorities said the informant de- 
clared he overheard the plot being 
discussed in a Mexican grocery. 

In 1917 Archbishop Orozco was 
accused of scheming against the 
Mexican Government. He was 
court-martialed and ordered de- 
ported. After some time in exile 
he returned to his diocese at Gua- 
dalajara. Two years ago he was 
again banished. He went to Lar- 
edo, Tex., but about a month ago 
egain returned to Mexico. Shortly 
thereafter, Government officials 
escorted him across the line into 
Texas and ordered him to stay out 
or the country. He then was in- 
vited to San Francisco by Father 
Whelan and other members of the 
Catholic clergy here. 


ELECTRICAL UNION MAN DIES 


Charlies P. Ford, President of Ex- 
ecutive Council.

Charles P. Ford, president of the 

Executive Council of the Interna- 

tional Brotherhood of Electrical 

Workers, died yesterday at his 


home here. He was born in Mount 
Vernon, Ia., April 30, 1879. 

He entered the electrical field 
early in life and was active in the 
local union at Schenectady, N. Y. 
He was president of the Union Co- 
operative Insurance Association, di- 
rector of the Mount Vernon Sav- 
ings Bank, secretary of the Na- 
tional Council for Industrial Rela- 
tions in the electrical construction 
industry, and during the war 
served on the Federal Exemption 
Appeal Board for Illinois.

URGED BY SEABURY 


Says “Hideous Caricature” of 
of Justice is Due to Politics 
"in Tribunals. 


© NE ORK, March 28.—Elimle 
nation ef politics from the Magi- 
strates’ Court Dy taking appoint- 
ments out of the hands of the 
Mayor was recommended by Sam- 
uel Seabury today. 

In a final report to the Appellate 
division on the results of his inves- 
tigation into the Magistrates’ 
Ceurt, Seabury said the “hideous 
caricature which parades as jus- 
tice” in the “poor man’s” tribunal 
was due to politics. 

Seabury made four recommenda. 
tions: 

A constitutional amendmént 
transferring the power of ap- 
pointing Magistrate’s from the 
Mayor to the Appellate Division, 
Pending that, he suggested en- 
actment of a law prohibiting the 
Mayor from appointing Magi- 
strates without submitting their 
names to the appellate division 
for approval. 

Consolidation of the Maglé« 
strates courts as such with the 
Court of Sessions and 
the Childfen's Court. 

Designation of a group of pub- 
lic defenders to protect the poor 
and ignorant from “ambulance 
chasers” and extortionists. 

Reduction of the number ‘of 


court clerks and attendants to . 


qne-half their present number, 
with a consequent saving of 
$160,000 a year. 

Seabury charged that at pres- 
ent chief clerks are appointed 
through their Tammany Hall 
district leaders and that in re- 
turn they expect their influence 
in favor of the leaders. . 


A copy of the report will be ; 


sent to Gov. Franklin D. Roose- 
velt. 

The document reviews the re 
sults of a 13-month inquiry into 
charges of graft, “fixing,” the 
“railroading”. of innocent women 
to prison on immorality counts, and 
other alleged abuses of justice. 

Seabury was referee for the Ap- 
pellate division in the investigation, 
calls attention to what he terms 
obstructionist tactics by Mayor 
Walker and other public officials. 


The report ‘recites evidence 


against 11 magistrates. Nine of 
them, Seabury says, admitted re- 
ceiving their appointments through 
political contacts. 

Abolition of the police vice squad 
and various reforms instituted in 
the Women’s Court since the in- 
quiry began, he said, were not 
sufficient in themselves to insure 
@ permanent cure. In conclusion, 
he said: 

“The abuses that have been dis- 
closed do not strike at people of 
wealth and power. They oppress 


these who are poor and helpless, . 


under circumstances where the op- 
pression enjoys practical immunity. 

“The basic recommendation 
which should be given effect is 
simple. The power of appointment 
of Magistrates and Justices should 
be taken from the political dis- 
trict leaders, where in truth it at 
present resides, and vested in the 
Justices of the Appelate Divi- 
sion.” 


U, $, PLAN TO LET STATES 
PUNISH YOUNG OFFENDERS

WASHINGTON, March 28.—The 
Children’s Bureau of the Labor De- 
partment is carrying out Atterney- 
General Mitchell's suggestion for 
co-operation between the national 
and state governments in dealing 
with juvenile law violators. 

Judge Carl Britt Hyatt, formerly 
Judge of the Juvenile Court of 
Asheville, N. C., has recently joined 
the bureau. With the purpose of 
working out a plan whereby ju- 
veniles breaking Federal law may 
be turned over to State authorities 
for corrective measures, “he will di- 
rect an investigation to determine 
how far local communities are able 
to assume such responsibility. He 
algo will attempt to develop better 
understanding between Federal and 
local officials dealing with juvenile 
delinquents to develop better co- 
operation. 

Under direction of the Attorney- 
General, all juvenile . offenders 
against Federal laws will, as far as 
possible, be returned to their com- 
munities for dispesition by state 
authorities. ,

nant to reason and conscience is 
forced upon them by an authority 
he does not acknowledge.” 

The report suggests that “where 
intolerable conditoins are imposed 
by either church, persons contem- 
plating a mixed marriage should be 
adviséd not to enter it. “This com- 
mittee protests earnestly against 
the reduirement by any church 
that children of mixed marriages 
should ‘be pledged to that church.”

Hold Firmly to Decision Against Compromise

PRINCES OF INDIA 
MEET IN SCENE OF 
SILKS AND JEWELS 
Viceroy Promises Protection by 
British Against ‘Subversive’ 
Tendencies.

NEW DELHI India, March 238.— 
The eleventh meeting of the In- 
dian Chamber of Princes was 
opened today by Viceroy Lord Wil- 
lingdon with ‘royal pomp. The 
Maharajahs of the independent 
states were arrayed in jewel-stud- 
ded turbans, diamond earrings and 
close-fitting silk robes. 

Foregoing the Viceroy’s usual ad- 
vice to the Princes about running 
their states, Lord Willingdon con- 
fined himself to assuring the 
Princes that Great Britain would 
continue to give them protection, 
not only against the activities of the 
National Congress, but against 
“subyersive” tendencies frgm any 
source. 

Commenting on the emergency 
ordinances to suppress the civil dis- 
obedience movement, he said: 

“Repression by force cannot be 
an end in itself. It is my firm be- 
lief that we shall before long in- 
augurate a new era in India’s con- 
stitutional history.

Chan- 
cellor Bruening of Germany, and 
Foreign Mirister Grandi of Italy 
have been invited to join the con- 
ference. 

This proposed confederation, | 
which may develop into a tariff 
union, would include Jugo Slavia, | 
Czecho-Slovakia, Austria, Hungary 
and Rumania. It is hoped by Great 
Britain- and France, the chief 
movers in support of the effort for 
economic relief in Europe, that a/| 
similar confederation can be ar- 
ranged later by Bulgaria, Greece 
and Turkey, which form another | 
natural group for co-operation in | 
the improvement of their economic | 
situation.

Of this amount, 587 banks and trust companies 
received $126,895,073, or an average of $216,162 each. 
The second largest amount went to thé Secretary 
of Agriculture for agricultural loans. A total of 
$50,000,000 was turned over to him promptly after 
the corporation was organized. 
Thirteen railroads have recejved $46,975,567, or an 
average of $3,613,504 each. 
Building and loan associations totaling 18 received 
$2,917,000, or an average of $162,055. 
Thirteen insurance companies received $5,765,000, 
or an average of $443,461. 
Loans totaling $775,000 have been made to two 
joint stock land banks, -and $1,362,000 has been Jent 
to three mortgage loan companies, 
One livestock credit association got $292,084. 
Banks and trust companies receiving the loans are 
located in 45 states. 
“The great majority of these loans are to smaller 
communities,” the President said. “Less than $3,500,- 
000 has been authorized in cities of over 1,000,000 
population; «more than $116,000,000 has been author, 
ized in towns of under 600,000 population.” 
Meanwhile, the purpose of the Bachmann bill is in 
the public interest. Admitting that loans made to 
banks cannot in most instances, be made public with- 
out impairing confidence in these institutions, there 
is still no reason why the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation should not take Congress into its confi- 
dence. Congress is responsible for the Government’s 
credit, and it alone should be the judge of how far 
the Government’s credit is being conserved. 
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DO WE HEAR A SECOND? 
The special creation theory of the origin of the 
world seems to be taking another lease on life. In 
his new book, “Man and Technics,” Oswald Spengler, 
that Gloomy Gus of Munich, sets forth the view that 
everything decisive in world history has come about 
abruptly as a flash of lightning. Pointing out that 
the Neanderthal type can be observed in any public 
gathering, he says it is impossible that parts of the 
human skeleton should have developed successively 
—“the whole thing hangs together and suddenly is.” 
Now comes Prof. Ernst J. Opik of Tartu University 
in Estonia with the flat declaration: “‘The universe 
was created all at once, as told in the Bible, and it 
cannot have existed more than three thousand million 
years.” Prof. Opik, it seems, has been counting the 
rings on meteorites. Even Dr. Harlow Shapley, di- 
rector of the Harvard Observatory, concedes “strong 
support” for the theory of a relatively recent instan- 
taneous creation. All thig 1s interesting, not to say 
diverting. For the present, however, it falls in’ 
the realm of obiter dicta.

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: JTS BENEFICIARIES LIKE IT. 
The recent speech of Myron C. Taylor, chairman of 


Corporation, before the Boston Chamber of Com- 
merce, is an interesting tariff dpcument. ., 

Mr. Taylor’s speech consisted of two main themes: 
the dangers of governmental interference in business, 
and the virtues of high tariffs. In language which 
carried one back to the platitudes of Manchester, he 
spoke of the inevitability of the law of supply and 
demand. Even Adam Smith would have filed a 
caveat against such implicit faith in the miracles of 
unregulated competition. 

But that high tariffs represent in any way gov- 
ernmental meddling with the forces of competition 
seems never to have occurred to this spokesman of 
rugged individualism for. billion-dollar corporations. 
Government interference, which in other forms he 
considers the great menace to prosperity, drops 
the cloven hoof and assumes a halo and ‘wings when 
it takes the form of tariff favors for manufacturers 
of steel products. 
As he phrases it, the tariff has created the “bar- 
riers behind which we have built this great nation,” 
and a reduction of it “would destroy our economic 
safeguards.” 
To Mr. Taylor this vast system of subsidies which 
is dignified by the name of protection is not gov- 
ernmental interference; it is part of the established 
economic order. So perfectly just does it seem that 
tariff beneficiaries should collect their tribute that 
any attempt to modify the enormity of the system 
is regarded as “tinkering.” 
It is difficult to believe that this eulogy of the law 
of supply and demand, and this almost reverentia) 
regard for the so-called protective system, were in the 
same speech. ‘ 
But let us be fair to Mr. Taylor, for he is the vic. 
tim of a system rather than a conscious hypocrite. 
A great irony in American history is that the driv: 
ing force for high tariffs has come largely from the 
same interests that have protested most loudly 
against any governmental regulation of business. 
Mr. Taylor’s speech bears witness to the effect that 
the system of tariff favors has on the thinking of 
those who have basked in its sunshine. 
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MR. DOAK AND THE ALIENS. 
Secretary Doak again has called attention, this 
time. before the Senate Immigration Committee, to 
the widespread plot which the Labor Department 
has unearthed. MRacketeers, he says, smuggle aliens 
inta the country and then extort money from them 
as the price of silence as to their illegal entry. It 
is a credit to Mr. Doak and his department that they 
are seeking to put down this conspiracy. However, 
there are other evil practices worked upon aliens, 
which have gone unremedied since they were brought 
to public notice by the Wickersham Commission. We 
refer to the harsh methods used in deporting many 
of the 100,000 foreigners sent out of the country an- 
nually, methods which the commission summed up 
as “violating the plainest dictates of humanity.” We 
wish Mr. Doak well in his campaign against the 
blackmailers, but we should like to see him set his 
own house in order as well. 
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The Chicago Tribune is ready to deport Congress 
man La Guardia on the very first ship that sails. 
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SERVICE CARS AND THE TRANSIT PROBLEM. 
Service cars survive in St. Louis because they give 
fast transportation which the street car and bus com- 
panies failed to provide. Thus it ill becomes the older 
transportation agencies to try to eliminate the service 
cars without first providing fast and comfortable 
service for those who are willing to pay a little more 
for it. 

One of the bills now before the Legislative Com- 
mittee of the Board of Aldermen would, in effect, 
abolish all service cars because it would keep them 
out of the downtown district. Under present condi- 
tions, it deserves no further consideration. 

The other bill provides for drastic regulations, 
some of which are clearly in the interest of public 
safety. Thus it should be unlawful, as this bill 
proposes, for a service car driver to crowd two full- 
grown passengers into the seat with himself. Fre- 
quent inspection of the mechanical condition of serv- 
ice cars should be required. Certainty liability insur- 
ance should be carried in adequate amount and with 
responsible companies. Licensing regulations pro- 
posed to keep criminals and ex-convicts from operat- 
ing service cars are commendable. The special occu- 
pation tax of $50 a car proposed in the bill does not 
seem excessive in view of the use of the streets for 
private gain and the large taxes paid by other trans- 
portation agencies. 

But the service car problem is’ not likely to be 
settled properly until there is a comprehensive settle- 
ment of the whole transit problem. This now is in 
prospect through the diligent action of the Specia] 
Transportation Committee of the Board of Aldermen. 
Meanwhile, it seems that the Aldermen should con- 
fine their action to such steps as are advisable in 
the interest of public safety.

ECENT disclosures before the Federal 
K Trade Commission of the efforts made

Decay of the Machine Age 


From “Man and Technics,’ by Oswald Spenglers 
(Alfred A. Knopf, Publisher.) 

LL things organic are dying in the grip 
Ac organization. An artificial world is 

permeating and poisoning the natural. 
Civilization itself has become a machine 
that does, or tries to do, everything in me- 
chanical fashion. We think only in horse- 
power now; we cannot look at a waterfall 
without mentally turning it into electric 


power. In last analysis, the machine is 
a symbol, like its setret ideal, perpetual 
motion—a spiritual and intellectual, but 


ho vital necessity. 

It is beginning to contradict even eco- 
nomic practice in many ways. Already 
their divorce is being foreshadowed every- 
where. The machine, by its multiplication 
and refinement, is in the end defeating its 
own purpose. A weariness is spreading, a 
sort of pacifism of the battle with nature. 
Men are returning to forms of life simpler 
and nearer to nature; they are spending 
their time in sport instead of technical ex- 
periments. The great cities are becoming 
hateful to them, and they would fain get 
away from the pressure of soulless facts 
and the clear cold atmosphere of technical 
organization. 

There is beginning, in numberless forms 
—from sabotage, by way of strike, to suicide 
—the mutiny of the hands against their 
destiny, against the machine, against the 
organized life, against anything and every- 
thing. This mutiny, world-wide, threatens 
to put an end to the possibility of technical 
economic work.

Instead of keeping strictly to itself the 

technical knowledge that constituted their 
greatest asset, the “white’’ peoples compla- 
cently offered it to all the world. In place 
of the export of finished products exclusive- 
ly, they began an export of secrets, proc- 
esses, methods, engineers and organizers. 
Presently the ‘natives’ saw into our secrets, 
understood them and used them to the full. 
Today more or less everywhere—in the Far 
East, India, South America, South Africa— 
industrial regions are in being, or coming 
into being, which, owing to their low wages, 
will face us with a deadly competition. 
The labor of the white is itself coming to 
be unwanted. This is the real and fina! 
basis of the unemployment that prevails in 
the white countries. It is no mere crisis, 
but the beginning of a catastrophe. 
Machine technics will end with the Faus- 
tian civilization and one day will! lie in 
fragments, forgotten—our railways and 
steamships as dead as the Roman roads and 
the Chinese wall, our giant cities and sky- 
scrapers in ruins like old Memphis and 
Babylon. The history of this technics is fast 
drawing to its inevitable close. It will be 
eaten up from within, like the grand forms 
of any and every culture. When, and in 
what fashion, we know not. 
Faced as we are with this destiny, there 
is only one world outiook that is worthy 
of us, the choice of Achilles—better a short 
life, full of deeds and glory. than a lons 
life without content. Already the danger 
is so great, for every individual, every class, 
every people, that to cherish any Illusion 
whatever is deplorable. There is no question 
of prudent retreat or wise renunciation. 
Only dreamers believe that there is a way 
out. Optimism is cowardice. 

We are born into this and must 
bravely follow the path to the ned end.

Gov. Horton Says They 
Were Not Invited to State 
and Tells Them to Avoid 


Communism. 

By the Associated Press. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., March 28. 
A group of college students pro- 
testing against treatment they re- 
ceived from o/’ficers who expelled 
them from the Kentucky goal fields 
were described by Gov. Henry H. 
Horton today as “uninvited guests” 
and were advised by him to avoid 
Communism, 

The Governor received them and 
heard their protest but gave them 
little encouragement as regards any 
action he might take to discipline 
the officers they said «mistreated 
them. 

In addition to advising them 
against Communism, he expressed 
the hope they ‘‘would not get into 
serious trouble.” 

As to their complaint that they 
were mistreated by officers in 
Claiborne County, Tennessee, the 
Governer said he could call out the 
State militia only in the event of 
a “great uprising” and that if they 
felt they had been treated unjust- 
ly, they had recourse to court ac- 
tion. 

“The Governor can’t take up ev- 
ery case of assault and battery,” 
he told the students, who contended 
they were manhandled in this 
State after having been deported 
from Bel] County, Kentucky, where 
they had gone to study conditions 
in the mining district. 

“The Governor doesn’t control the 
Sheriffs; they are responsible to 
the people,’”’ he added. 

Rob Hall, a student of Columbia 
University and spokesman for the 
group of six that called on the 
Governor, emphasized the students 
were not affiliated in any way with 
Communists ind that their mission | 
was a peaceful one. 

The students charged that a 
Deputy Sheriff of Claiborne Coun- 
ty, Tennessee, assisted Kentucky 
officers in “‘manhandling”’ some of 
their “defenseless group’”’ and that 
they were otherwise mistreated in 
Tennessee. Be 

The incidents occurred, they said, 
:.fter their ejection in two groups 
from Bell County, Kentucky. 

Sheriff Frank Riley of Claiborne 
‘‘ounty, they declared, forbade the 
irst group of students to stop in 
nat county and foreed them to 
inove on.” The students demand- 
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brutal acts and for this grave ab- 
rogation of our constitutional 
rights.” 

“The second group of the stu- 
dent delegation was escortcd by 
Kentucky deputies to the Ten- 
nessee line,” the protest continued. 
“Tennessee deputies without any 
warrant bo: .ded the bus and took 
custody of it. 

“When the group protested the 
presence of the Kentucky deputies 
still on the bus, acting*«illegally in 
official capacity, Deputy Robinson 
of Claiborne County drew a gun on 
the defenscless group. He then 
assisted Kentucky deputies in eject- 
ing two of the students from the 
bus, throwing one of them to the 
] sround, brutally assaulting and 
kicking one of them.” |

Diet for Constipation 

NYONE suffering from chronic 
A constipation. which, by medical 

éxamination has been estab- 
lished as being due to no other 
cause but improper function of the 
bowels, should try to remedy the 
condition through diet, exercise and 
regularity. 

Of these three factors, diet and 
regularity are the most important. 

Cathartics are not to be used ex- 
cept on physician’s prescription. 
The point is to train the body to 
do its work without artificial assist- 
ance. 

From a, physiologic viewpoint, 
the most logical time for evacuat- 
ing the bowel is following break- 
fast. 

One should attempt to train the 
body system to evacuate its waste 
in the morning. 

Diet plays an important part in 
overcoming constipation, but ai- 
most as important as diet are 
proper eating habits. 

The digestive system functions 
best under an orderly regime. It 
is essential, therefore, that one 
should eat at regularly appointed 
times, and without haste. 

Certain foods favor good elimina- 
tion. These are recommended for 
use in constipation. 

It should be borne In mind, how- 
ever, that each of us is liable to 
dietetic peculiarities and that these 
recommended foods may be agree- 
abl to some and cause distress in 
others. 

Fruits, bulky venuinhied and 
coarse cereals impart bulk to one’s 
diet and act as a provoking stimu. 
lant to the gaatro-intestina] tract. 

Among these food items we list 
asparagus, string beans, beets, brus- 
sels sprouts, raw and cooked cab- 
bage, cauliflower, carrots, green 
corn, lettuce, peas, parsnips, spin- 
ach, squash, tomatoes and turnips. 

Virtually all of the common 
fruits, fresh or dried, are desir- 
able elements in a diet calculated 
to correct constipation. 

Water and fluids should be taken 
in sufficient quantities each day. It 
is estimated that six to eight glass. 
es of fluids is the average desirable 
quantity.
